Al the police staticn the girl con-
fessed to her undoing by Baack and
admitted enough to render her a sub-
ject for far better care than she scems
to have had at home; though those
with whom she is living (a sister and
brother-in-law), have trusted her im-
plicitly and allowed her a leeway that
has apparently been grossly abused.
They are a very respectable young
couple and have sought to do their
whole duty by the orphan sister un-
der their charge and have failed only
in permitting her an undue freedom
of movement after dark; a condition
that is far too prevalent in this city
and which has grown to such a pass
